Washington, Feb. 10. — The house 
commiitee ou intersiate and foreign 
commerce agreed to tavoraoiy report 
tbe BilklDS antl'tmat Mil with certain 

amendments. The coiiiiimie.- reeom- 
mends an anienumeut to ilie lam pru- 
vieion of section Si, striking oai tbe 
words "V corporation," so tne provis- 
ion will read: "But no persona sbail 
oe prosefiitr'l or siiljcctcd to any pen- 
alty or forft'iiuro igr or ou aciounc of 
any transaction, matter ur tiling con- 
cerning which be may testify to pro- 
duce ^Idenee, documentary or other- 
wise, In such proceeding." 

The committee proposes that Bectlon 
3 be further amended by the addition 
of the followlBg provision: "And pro- 
vided that the provisions of an act to 
ixi((!ite the heariiij; ami doti rmina- 
tion of BUits in equity pending or liure- 
after brought under the acts of July 
•i, 1890. entitled an act to piptfct tiade 
and commerce against willnrfnl re- 
straints and monopoly, an act to regu- 
late commerce api>rovtd February 4, 
1887, or any other a< ts having a like 
purpose that may be hereafter enact- 
ed, approved February. — 1903,' shall 
apply to any case prosecuted under tbe 
direction of tbe attorney general in the 
name of tbe Interstate commereo eom- 
niivsion." 

In tke house Mr. Hepbnm. chairman 

of the interstate commerce committee, 
called up the conference report upon 
the (1< pjixtment of commerce bill. 

Mr. Richardson (Ala.), one of the 
conferees on the bill, to whom Mr. 
Hepburn yielded 80 minutes, explained 
his reasons for declining to support the 
Nelwju ameiidmeat covering the bureau 
of corporations. He did not believe the 
Nelson amendment was aimed at the 
trusts. He said It was a travesty upon 
what it claimed to be. Its purpose, he 
declared, wa.s not to authorize the 
president to proceed against the trusts, 
but simply to secure foundation upon 
whicb he rould base and recommend 
action. This, be said, was a poor re- 
sponse to the threats wliicli wore 
heralded abroad that an extra aetsaiun 
would be called unless effective legis- 
lation waa enacted. It was a "pretext 
and a subterfuge." He called attention 
to the lanKuage of the ainendnu nt that 
informatiOD obtained by the bureau of 
corporations, "or so much thereof as 
the president shall direct, shall be 
made public." "Was that the vaunted

Berlin, Feb. 10.— The foreign offloa 
offlclals deny that any insuperable ob- 
stacles to the signing of the German 
protocol at Washington exist.

occur in a few days. First, Great Brit 
ain's protocol will be signed, and then 
the protocols of Germany and Italy. 

From the commencsinent of the ne- 
gotiations Qennaay refosed to arbi- 
trate the first line t laim, and their in- 
cliisi(jn in the protwol <reatod a dia- 
cii ^ i' li wiiicli the embassy ofTlciala do 
not consider to be a bar to a settle- 
ment, though It oaoses delay. Ger- 
many and Italy were fully .siitisrted 
with the cash Kuarantee, and are stip- 
ulating nolhini; remotely (■oiin4'>eil 

connected with Monroeism. Oreat 
Britain's first line claims are appar- 
ently not Hirjillar to those of Oermiiiiy 
and Italy, but these two countries have 
tlie approval cf the British government 
in their pr.'sent attitude. 

French Skeptical. 
I'aris. Feb. 10.— The ofhciala here are 
not disposed to accept the Porte's aa- 
surances that Tnrker has no intention 

ol mobillElng a large force of troops. 
When the Turkish denial wa.s bruuglit 
to tlie attentiim of the olticiais here 
who have access tp tbe government's 
source of liAsrmatlon the following re- 
ply was made: "We have received .•sim- 
ilar paiilic assuranies from Turkish 
sources, but our own information is 
positive and specific that orders for tbe 
mobilization have been actnatljr Isstied, 
ThiH wxs three days ago, and WS are 
uiKil'le to say whether the execution of 
finb rs la withheld In view of the 
eflect tiiey have pjroduced among the 
powers who are seeking to enforce re- 
forms in the Halkans. Our advices fur- 
ther show that the mobilization would 
affect 240,000 troops." 

To Round Up the Riotous. 
Manilla, Feb. 10. — The government 
is preparing to thoroughly round up 
the disorderly element In the prov- 
inces of Bulaean and Rlzal, where the 
constabulary, in accordance^ with or- 
ders received from the war di'part- 
ment, will be reinforced by sevi ral 
companies of native scouts. Tbe rum- 
ors from tlA disaffected prorineea are 
bellered to exaggerate the number of 
hostlles, of whom It is said there are 
2.000 in the field. More triis' woi thy 
reports say there are not over GUU na- 
tlvea under arttis, and that the bulk of 
these Fcnftereii .Tfter Sunday's flght.

It is in the schedule of woolen fabrics, 
aaya the Philadelphia Record, that the 
DUMtlay tariff shines out in all the exub- 
erance of its spoliation. On blankets 
valued at not more than 40 cents a pound 
the duty collected was 137 per cent., and 
■ome were imported at that figure. Im- 
portations of cloths valued at more than 
40 oenta a pound and not more than 70 
oenta a pound paid a duty of 126 percent. 
The ached uIa of dntiea on women's and 
ehlldren'a dreaa gooda ia a marvel of ex- 
tortion, the ratM ronning up from 90 to 
148 per cent Yet the importations lant 
year amounted in value to 10,457,105, 
paying i6,634.885 in duties, or 1022 per 
cent, on tbecUf<tom house valuation. On 
flannels the duty was 10.') percent , and nn 
knit fabrics va'ucd at not more than 70c. 
a pound the duty wan I'JH percent. As 
evidence of ttie dLicriminaling character 
of the taritr, pluslieH valued at more than 
70c. a pouml are Hut.ject to a duty of H.i 
percent, while the cheaper fjualilies of 
these fat)ric« pay a duty of 117 per (\ent. 
On a total importation of woven fabrics 
last year of the value f)f fl4,7-".» l.')!) the 
cjiitieH collected umountcii to *i:{,H.'),.'(l(i, 
but the custom hoiipe v.ilues and duties 
are far from representinir what the Amer- 
ican conpumers necesparily paid for these 
fabrics, not to mention the increased cost 
of domestic wooleua through the opera- 
tion of the duties on foreign imports. 

Scattered all through this tariff are cu- 
rious examples of "poliution upon which 
one atumbles at every step when looking 
iato the returns of trade.

BonlCMTiore also arc retiuircd to ac- 
etpt for regiatratioD mail matter prop- 
erly prepared and offered by any one 
that meets them while on duty, whether 
a patron of tbe rural free delivery service 
or not. 

Storekeepers on rural routes custom- 
arily receive tbe mail matter of their 
patrons, deliverioK it to them at the first 
opportunity. Bef^tared mail has not 
been delivered in this manner in the 



past, but it is now provided that on the 
written order which tbe addreaaees are 
required to leave lor the delivery of their 
mail to the storekeeper, regiBtered mail 
al8o will be delivered except such as is 
indorsed by tbe senden "deliver to ad- 
drseees only. "
